Nearly a dozen people protested police 
and social worker’s procedures for taking a 
child into custody, following the shooting 
of a Grayling man earlier this month. 

Protesters marched in a circle on 
Michigan Avenue chanting, “If this is pro- 
cedure, procedure needs to change.” 

William Craig Reddie, age 32, was shot 
by a Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputy on 
Feb. 3. 

The deputy and a Grayling City Police 
Officer were at Reddie’s apartment with 
Department of Human Services (DHS) 
employees to serve a court order to remove 
his 2-year-old son from his custody. 

During the removal of the child, a DHS 
employee alerted police that Reddie was 
brandishing a knife as he lunged forward. 

The deputy holstered his Taser, and drew 
his firearm, firing one fatal round.

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MONTHS AGO when 
Michigan Republicans 
decided to hold a presiden- 
tial primary on February 28, 
many scoffers thought it 
would cost a lot of taxpayer 
money and it wouldn’t real- 
ly mean anything anyway.

Michigan primary may be important after all 


The combined results 
from Michigan and Arizona 
could be a boost up for 
somebody - or could only 
add to the undetermined sta- 
tus that exists going into the 
next big step on the road to 
the nomination on Super 
Tuesday, March 6, when 10 
states hold primaries or cau- 
cuses. 

In the February 28 
Michigan election, many 
local government units 
across the state also will 
have local ballot decisions 
to be made, but the presi- 
dential question is the only 
statewide issue. 

* * * 

AT THIS POINT, all four 
surviving Republican candi- 
dates are likely to spend a 
lot of time in Michigan 
before February 28, and our 
collective sensibilities are 
likely to be insulted by a ton 
of television commercials 
and other political cam- 
paigning, mostly of a nega- 
tive nature. 

Mitt Romney stil} must be 
considered the most likely 
candidate to win the 
Michigan primary, but his 


margin is apt to be much 
slimmer than home state 
Republican leaders had 
expected when they insisted 
on holding a party primary. 

Former Sen. Rick 
Santorum has seen to that, 
with his remarkable surge in 
grass roots Republican sup- 
port in the last few contested 
states, mostly from down- 
the-line conservatives. 

Mr. Santorum has said he 
“expects to do exceptionally 
well” in Michigan and 
promises to “spend a lot of 
time” here in the next cou- 
ple of weeks. He seems seri- 
ous about winning the GOP 
nomination, and so are his 


supporters.

ALL FOUR active candi- 
dates will be on the 


Republican ballot. 

Former Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, who won_ the 
South Carolina primary, and 
Rep. Ron Paul, who was a 
close second to Mr. Romney 
in the Maine caucuses - 
undoubtedly will display 
their own individualistic 
styles of rhetoric-based, 
ideas-laced campaigning. 


Mr. Romney has won in 
more contested states, either 
in primary voting or in cau- 
cus.results, than any of the 
four remaining candidates. 
However, in all cases so far 
he has received a plurality of 
votes, but not a majority. 

In simpler terms, to date 
fewer Republicans have 
voted for Mitt Romney than 
have voted for a combina- 
tion of the other candidates, 
a development generally 
ascribed to an ultra-conserv- 
ative Republican base that is 
not satisfied with Mr. 
Romney as their preferred 
champion, but divided on 
which other one should be 
the alternative, 

As both Mr. Gingrich and 
Mr. Santorum have suggest- 
ed, the decision on who will 
face President Obama in the 
November general election 
may not be decided until the

That will happen 
on May 5 when preferred 
Democratic candidates for 
other statewide offices will 
be selected for the regular 
August primary. 

Democrats can vote in the 
February 28 presidential pri- 
mary, too, but their ballot 
choice is limited to Mr.

Museums are an important 
part of local economy 


To the editor: 

What is a museum? 
There are many definitions. 
Among those with currency 
today are, in no particular 
order, pillars in our educa- 
tional infrastructure, protec- 
tors and interpreters of our 
historical, scientific and cul- 
tural heritages and bastions 
of authenticity in an increas- 


‘ingly virtual world. Yet in a 


stubbornly stagnant econo- 
my, museums can be seen as 
crucial economic cogs for 
communities, jarge and 
small, all across America. 

These days, museums are 
serving what is perhaps an 
unexpected function for 
U.S. communities, but a role 
our institutions have served 
for decades: as economic 
engines, creating jobs and 
generating business for 
companies large and small, 
but particularly small, in 
communities everywhere. 

In direct expenditures 
alone, museums annually 
inject more than $20 billion 
into the U.S. economy. 
America’s estimated [7,500 
museums employ more than 
400,000 individuals. And 
perhaps most compelling in 
these times of tightening 
local budgets ~ and the slash 
and burn approach to bud- 
geting at the federal level -- 
was a recent U.S, Council of 
Mayors study that found 
that, for every $1 invested in 
cultural institutions (includ- 
ing museums), municipali- 
ties saw $7 in tax revenues 
come into their coffers, 
That’s a rate of return that 
would make even Warren 
Buffett swoon. 

And that astounding 
return is due to the thriving 
cultural tourism industry in 


our country. According to 
jy... the U.S. Department of 


| 


Commerce, cultural tourism 
accounts for $192 billion in 
economic activity annually. 
And many of those monies 
are spent with the local 
eateries, the local bed and 
breakfast, or the local gift 
shops in communities 
across the country. 

And museums have long 
been cultural destinations in 
and of themselves. Trips 
including cultural and her- 
itage activities comprise one 
of the most popular and sig- 
nificant segments of the 
travel industry, accounting 
for 23% of domestic trips. 
And clearly those trips gen- 
erate economic activity for 
local businesses. Visitors to 
historic sites and cultural 
attractions, including muse- 
ums, stay 53% longer and 
spend 36% more money 
than other kinds of tourists. 

One need look no further 
than Crawford County to 
see the impact museums 
have on local economy. 
Crawford County is truly 
fortunate that it has so many 
significant museums and 
historic sites within its 
boundaries. The Depot 
Museum, Beal Plantation, 
CCC Museum, Coke

Hartwick 
Pines and Wellington Farm 
ate looked upon by many 
visitors to the, area as the 


focal point of their vacation 


where families can spend an 
entire day experiencing the 
fealities of a bygone era. 


How do museums gener- 
ate such economic benefits? 
The enduring popularity of 
museums is a major factor. 
Right here in Crawford 
County, the number of visi- 
tors attracted annually by its 
museums would closely 
equal the number in atten- 
dance for the Canoe 
Marathon. Nationwide, 
there are an estimated 850 
million museum visits each 
year — that’s more than 
attendance at all profession- 
al sporting events and theme 
parks combined. Witness 
the fact that the Smithsonian 
Institution alone attracts 30 
million visits each year, 

All of this is to share the 
value museums bring to our 
communities every day, as 
economic sparks, as pillars 
of our education system, 
and as major contributors to 
the overall quality of life 
here in America.

Rialto Theatre launches 
monthly film club movies

month. The movies select- 
ed will be those that have 
garnered success at the 
Sundance Film Festival and 
other film festivals such as 
Chicago and Toronto. 

Although the films fea- 
ture well-known actresses 
and actors, they operate 
with a limited operating 
budget and virtually no 
marketing budget. 

“Their marketing is to 
get them to the film festi- 
vals,” Stancil said. 

A major film release on 
the commercial movie mar- 
ket has as many as 3,500 
copies. In comparison, 
independent and foreign 
films may only produce 50 
to 100 copies due to the 
limited budgets. 

“They don’t open up in 
3,000 theatres all in one 
day,” Stancil said. 

Tickets for Rialto Film 
Club movies are $6. 
Memberships to the film 
club can be purchased for 
$19, which covers the cost 
of five tickets over a 12- 
month period. 


“That’s quite a bargain 
and we did that because we 
need to cover the cost of 
the freight,’ Stancil said.’ 
They operate in a totally 
different planet from what 
the big boys do.” 

Stancil said theatres in 
Traverse City and Suttons 
Bay are doing well show- 
ing independent films. 

“We want to bring that 
alterative programming to 
this part of the state 
because they really are 
entertaining and it’s getting 
a great response,” he said. 

Film lovers from 
Gaylord, Houghton Lake 
and Traverse City have 
paid for memberships to 
the Rialto Film Club. 

“Anytime you can see 
money flowing from 
Traverse City instead of the 
other way, there’s some- 
thing to say about that,” 
Stancil said. 

Initial films, shown by 
the film club, were selected 


by Stancil and his son, 


Jordan. Jordan, a former 
U.S. State Department 
diplomat, who is currently 


a professor at the 
University of Ottawa, 
teaching international 
affairs and economics. 

Eventually, through 
membership and the film 
club’s website - rialtofilm- 
club.com - members will 
offer suggestions on what 
they would like to see or 
give tips on films doing 
well on the film festival cir- 
cuit, 

“This will make it so the 
people have a sense of 
ownership,” Stancil said. 

La Havre was. only 
shown for matinee shows, 
since the screen at the 
Rialto Theatre was booked 
for Mission Impossible- 
Ghost Protocol. 

“We did that with the 
idea that there might be 
people hanging out in town 
between Christmas and 
New Years, looking for 
something to do,” Stancil 
said. 

Future performances will 
be held on Thursday 
evening, with matinee 
shows on Saturday and 
Sunday. 


Stancil said showing the 
independent and interna- 
tional films fits hand-and- 
glove with what the 
AuSable Artisan Village is 
doing downtown to drive 
economic development. 

“YT think it’s a natural fit 
with some of the things that 
are going on here with the 
artisan gallery and we’re 
trying to throw an artistic, 
intellectual thing in with 
these movies,” Stancil said. 
“They are excellently 
made, they’re well done 
and they’re more thought 
provoking. There are some 
great movies being made tn 
other counties, but you just 
never get a chance to see 
them.” 

The Rialto Theatre has 
been in operation since 
1915, providing motion 
pictures in northern 
Michigan. The current the- 
ater was built in 1930. 

“The film club fits right 
in with our pedigree and 
with what we’ve been try- 
ing to do for generations,” 
Stancil said.
